CHAPEL HILL 


All women students of the University of North Caro- 
lina come Within the province of the University and under 
the jurisdiction of the governing boards instituted by 
Student Government. The Women's Residence Council, 
under the Student Legislature, is the legislating body 
for women students.- This council is composed of the 
presidents of the residence halls, the house managers of 
the sorority houses, a representative from the Women's 
Council, a representative from Student Legislature, and 
@ junior representative elected in the fall from each 
dormitory. 


As Chairman of WRC, I would like to extend to you 
an invitation and a challenge to be interested in the 
work carried on by WRC. Because it formulates the rules 
Which guide your day to day life, the work that it does 
or does not do is of great importance to you. As intel- 
ligent and mature young women, question the rules under 
which you live. If you think that they are good rules, 
say so. If there are those which you do not think are 
good, examine them carefully in the light of the mores 
of the society in which we live and in the light of the 
conditions which exist at this university, and then go 
and talk with your dormitory president, your junior 
representative, or me. If this is done, WRC can do its 
job better and you will be happier during your stay at 
the University. 


The following regulations, as formulated by WRC and 
the Women's Council, will be in effect for 1964-1965. 
We urge each woman student to read them carefully and 
keep this copy available for reference.

I. SOCIAL RULES 


A. Opening and Closing Hours 


1.

Residences (dormitories and sorority houses) 
will not open before 5 A. M. 

All coeds, excluding freshmen, must be in 
their residences

Closing hours during Orientation and Semester 
Break periods will be different and will be 
posted. 

No free late minutes will be allowed during 
Semester Break. 


B. Overnight and Weekend Absences 


1. 


When traveling in automobiles, if not with 
their parents, students must leave the Uni- 
versity residence in such time that they may 
reach their destination by residence closing 
hours. 

a. If a student is more than an hour late — 
reaching her destination, her case may 
be tried by the Women's Council; less 
than an hour late, by the residence House 
Council. 


b. If going or returning from a trip neces- 


sitates traveling by automobile after 
closing hours, the student should obtain 
permission from her parents, and should 
file the permission in her residence be- 
“fore leaving Chapel Hill. Reasonable 
exceptions to this rule may be approved 
prior to the trip by the Office of the 
Dean of Women. 
After any overnight absence from the campus, 
students must return to their residences by 
residence closing hours on the day they re-

3. Signing -in and out: 


a.

Falsification of a sign-out slip is a 

Women's Council Offense. 

Coeds must PERSONALLY sign out before 

leaving the residence to spend the night 

or weekend away for any occasion, in- 
cluding vacations, trips home, or to the 
infirmary. 

If circumstances which prevent the stu- 

dent's personally signing out to the in- 

firmary should arise, a call to a member 
of the Residence Administration* must be 
made by the student or an infirmary of- 
ficial before closing hours. 

All sign-out slips must be signed by a 

member of the Residence Administration 

and filed personally by the student in 
the residence to be valid. If no member 
of the Residence Administration can be 
contacted, the Dean of Women's Office 
may be called in the event of an emer- 
gency. 

The following will result in a House 

Council offense with 3 nights' campus: 

(1) Forgetting to sign out. 

(2) Failure to have the sign-out slip 
approved by a member of the Residence 
Administration. 

(3) Failure to file the slip. 

If the student has called a member of 

the Residence Administration before clos- 

ing hours on the day of her departure, 
there will be only one night's campus. 

If there is a change in stated destina- 

tion, a girl must notify (by telephone) 

the Residence Administration of this 

change. A violation of this rule is a 

House Council offense. 


*Residence Administration: in the dormitory, the Hostess, 
Graduate Counselor, President; in the Sorority house, 
the Housemother, President, House Manager. 


g. Failure to sign in by residence closing 
hours on the day of return is a House 
Council offense with 1 night's campus. 

4. The Permission Form, signed by the student's 
parents, must have been received by the 
Dormitory Hostess or Sorority Housemother 
before any permission to leave town may be 
granted. 

a. This Permission Form is kept on file in 
the student's residence. If a girl moves 
to another residence, she is responsible 
for taking her permission form with her 
to the residence to which she is moving. 

b. The Women's Residence Council reserves 
the right to require special permission 
in the form of a letter or phone call 
for extraordinary weekends. 

5. Overnight permission for Chapel Hill and 
vicinity* 

a. Overnight permission to visit in dormi- 
tories, sorority houses, or private homes 
is granted only on Friday and Saturday 
nights. 

b. The invitation for such a visit must be 
extended by the hostess through a member 
of the student's Residence Administration 
6 hours prior to the residence closing 
hours. 

c. University students must abide by. Univer- 
sity closing hours. 

d. Students may spend the night anywhere in 
Chapel Hill and vicinity if accompanied 
by their parents. 

6. Women students are not allowed to spend the 
night in a motel, hotel, or boarding house 
in Chapel Hill, Durham, Raleigh, or other 
nearby town eee a University of North Caro- 
lina function (private club, fraternity, 
sorority activities, etc.) hea in these

places unless accompanied by parents. Vio- 
lation of this shall be a Women's Council 
Offense. 

{. Women students signed out for out-of-town 
may not be in Chapel Hill and vicinity after 
closing hours. 


C. Late Permissions 
1. Late permission is the privilege of returning 
to the residence after regular closing hours, 
and it is never later than ONE HOUR after 
regular residence closing hours. It must be 
granted by the Office of the Dean of Women. 

a. Late permissions consist of two types: 
(1) Sign-out permission: the individual 

must sign out upon a specified sheet 
and return to her residence im- 
mediately after the termination of 
the event, and sign in. 

(2) Campus-wide permission: the indivi- 
dual need not sign out nor in, and 
may remain out until the designated 
closing timé. 

b. Should any campus organization wish to 
request late permission for University 
coeds who may be in attendance at ‘a 
function sponsored by that organization, 
the president or head of such organiza- 
tion is asked to contact personally at 
least 5 days in advance the Office of the 
Dean of Women. Sufficient reason for 
such request must be presented. 

c. For special occasions or out-of-town cul- 
tural events, late permission of one 
hour may be granted by the Office of the 
Dean of Women. Immediate return is re- 
quired even though the event may not last 
the entire hour granted by the late per- 
mission. 

2. Should any of the following events last after 
closing hours, and late permission has not 
been granted already by the Office of the 


Dean of Women, late permission may be 
requested by calling a member of the Residence 
Administration before closing hours: 

a. Student Entertainment Series, Playmakers, 
sings, lectures, cmcerts, and similar 
events on campus. 

b. Women's Council or non-social departmental 
funetions. 

Students participating in rehearsals and 

similar departmental or student government 

activities should have the academic depart- 
ment or student government officials. involved 
request late permission for them 3 days prior 
to the date of the activity. The Office of 
the Dean of Women will inform the residences. 

Campus-wide late permission of one hour is 

granted for University holidays terminating 

on week nights, excluding Sundays. This in- 
cludes semester break. 

Lateness on a special late permission is 

double the regular campus. 


D. lLateness

Women students returning to the residence 
after closing hours may be admitted ONLY by 
a member of the Residence Administration. ~ 
Violations of this rule will be dealt with 
by the Women's Council. 

Students must observe closing hours when re- 
turning from weekend absences, overnights, 
or vacation periods, even if signed out to 
return on @ later date. STUDENTS RETURNING 
LATE FOR ANY REASON MUST TELEPHONE THE RESI- 
DENCE ADMINISTRATION BEFORE RESIDENCE CLOSING 
HOURS. (Telegraph service is uncertain and 
therefore discouraged. ) 

If a student returns to Chapel Hill during 
the hours when the residence is cLlosed,, she: 
is to return immediately to the residence. 
Under no circumstances is she to linger in 
thesChapel Hild svicinaays 


If late, a student signs a House Offense slip 
indicating the number of minutes or hours 
late, and puts this slip in a specified 
place. Failure to sign a House Offense slip 
is a Women's Council Offense. 

A girl shall have 10 minutes of accumulative 

lateness each semester. Any unused minutes 

may not be carried over to the following 
semester. No free late minutes will be al- 
lowed during semester break. 

a. Any fraction of a minute shall be counted 
as @ minute. 

b. After having exceeded the original ten 
minutes, the girl will receive one cam- 
pus for each ten minutes or fraction 
thereof. 

c. Late minutes exceeding the original are 
not accumulative. 

A campus consists of: 

a. Signing the House Council Report Book by

b. Remaining in the residential section of 
the dormitory or sorority house from 
Gye Mepaintad® 9 As!

A House Council campus will begin 1 week from 

the date of violation. If a student wishes 

to change the date of her campus, she may: 

a. Request through her Vice President or 
House Manager that her campus be post- 
poned one week, but she must serve a 
double penalty, or 

b. Under emergency circumstances, petition 
the House Council to have the campus 
changed without incurring any additional 
nights' campus. 

Breaking a House Council campus is a separate

(2). If the girl was not in the residence 
and did not observe the campus, she 
will be campused 2 additional nights 
plus the original campus.

9. Breaking a Women's Council campus in any way 
is a Women's Council Offense. 

10. Ifa coed is more’ therwimoumebace., the vice= 
president or house manager of her residence 
shall confer with the Chairman of the Women's 
Council to decide whether the student shall 
appear before the House Council or the Women's 
Council. 

li. After 5 House Council offenses in one aca- 
demic year, a student goes before the Women's 
Council for the sixth violation and subse- 
quent violations. 


Jurisdiction 

In those cases in which the jurisdiction is un- 
clear, a body composed of the Chairman of the 
House Council, the Chairman or Women's Residence 
Council, and the Chairman of the Women's Council 
will determine jurisdiction between the House 
Council and the Women's Council. 


Men's Visiting Agreement 
1. Men's Dormitory Visiting 
a. In the social rooms of a selected group 
of Men's dormitories, women students may 








visit during hours specified by the Men's 
Residence Council Visiting Agreement upon 
its approval by the Dean of Women. 

b. A list of approved dormitory social rooms 
will be posted at the beginning of each 
academic year. 

c. Women students are not permitted to visit 

men in their rooms. 

Sie Trecvernicy, Visit Ling 
a. Visiting by women in men's fraternity 
houses (social and professional) is sub- 
ject to approved policies which are an- 
nounced during orientation period in 
september. Women are not to enter fra- 
ternity houses until these policies are 
issued by the Dean of Women. 
(1) This agreement will be issued during 
Orientation Week and will be posted. 
(2) Visiting hours begin at 12 noon and 
end with Women's Residence closing 
hours. | 
b. Women students are not permitted to visit 
men in their rooms.. 

3. Violations of 1 and 2 constitute a Women's 

Council offense. 

Undergraduate women while in training off campus 

are required to abide by the Campus Code at all 

times. It is recommended that they abide by the 

University dormitory closing hours. 

1. Upon returning to Chapel Hill, these girls 
continue to be subject to coed rules. 

2. When returning to Chapel Hill to spend the 

night, a student must come by her residence 

and sign the appropriate book stating where 
she can be reached and how long she plans to 
spend in Chapel Hill. If she is planning to 
stay out of her residence, she must obtain 
appropriate permission. 


Town Regulations 
1. Women students may not visit men in their 
dormitory rooms, in their rooms in fraternity 


houses or in bedrooms which are rented in 
Chapel Hill residences. 

2. Regarding the visiting of men's apartments, 
the Women's Residence Council and the Women's 
Council remind women students of the respon- 
sibility for personal integrity which they 
have accepted under the Campus Code. Women 
students should carefully consider their 
action in this area not only in terms of 
their personal standards, but also. in the 
context of the mores of society. The Women's 
Council handles all violations of unladylike 
conduct under the Campus Code wherever they 
may occur. 


3. Violations of 1 and 2 constitute a Women's 
| Council offense. 


I. Administrative Rules 
Please see the Administrative rules concerning 
the visiting by women in men's apartments, the 
use of alcoholic beverages, etc. in the Under- 
graduate Bulletin, 1964-65. 


J. Alcoholic Beverages 
1. No alcoholic beverages of any kind may be 
brought into a residence. 
e. A violation of this is a Women's Council 
Offense. 


IT. REGULATIONS FOR COED ORGANIZATIONS 


A. Organizations should not plan social functions 
lasting later than 8 P. M. on week nights. 


B. Organizations should not plan any social activ- 
ities for the week preceding final examinations, 
excluding Friday, Saturday, and Sunday nights. 


ITI. HOUSE REGULATIONS 


A. Quiet Hours 
1. Quiet hours in the residences are: 
Monday-Friday. . . 7:30 P. M. to 10 A. M.

paturday and Sunday. . 11 P.M. to 10 A.M. 
Quiet hours during examinations are continuous. 
Wiere shalt be nor cuyping atter 11:30 P.M. on 
Monday through Thursday, and no later than 
closing hours on Friday through Sunday, ex- 
cept in places specified by the Residence 
Administration. 

Musical instruments may not be played during 
Quiet hours. Musical instruments in parlors 
may not be played after 7:30 P. M. on week 
nights. 

Violations of the above quiet rules will con- 
stitute a call-down. After 3 call-downs, a 
student will be called before House Council. 
This shall not count as one of the offenses 
toward Women's Council. 

All call-downs are to be reported to the Vice- 
President or House Manager. 


Guests

A guest should be registered by 6 P. M. on 
the date of her arrival by her hostess and a 
guest fee of 50 cents per night paid. Failure 
to do so by closing hours is a House Council 
offense resulting in a campusment one week 
from the date of the violation. 

All guests are expected to abide by dormitory 
regulations. The hostess should explain to 
her guest fire drill procedures and dormitory 
regulations. 

If a guest breaks any rule, her hostess will 
be held responsible. 

Each hostess must be in Chapel Hill in the 
dormitory when she has a guest in the dormi- 
OXY s 

Guests may spend the night in the dormitory 
only on Friday and Saturday nights and only 
when there is a vacancy. Reasonable excep- 
tions may be made by the dormitory administra- 
tion. 


Care of the Rooms 


1. 


Electrical appliances such as kitchen equip- 


ment and irons may be used only in the 
laundry room or other specified places. 

Women students will also receive call-downs 
for soft drink bottles found in the rooms, 
unmade beds, and food not in tins. 

The Health Department and the University dis- 
courage keeping food in dormitory rooms. 

The Fire Department forbids using hallways 
for storage space. 


Telephones

The president may assign telephone duty to 
each student in the dormitory. The penalty 
for not taking phone duty is a Friday night's 
campus. This shall not count toward Women's 
Councasl:. 

Telephones are turned off at dormitory clos- 
ing hours. 

Permission for use of the telephones after 
hours may be granted by a member of the 
Residence Administration. A violation of 
this shall result in a call-down. 

Local telephone conversations are to be limit- 
ed to five minutes. 


House Government 


Ee 


House meetings will be held regularly. 

a. Attendance at all house meetings will be 
compulsory. 

b. The penalty for an unexcused absence is 
a Friday night's campus. 

c. Excused absences may be granted by the 
President of the dormitory. 

Other rules pertaining to the functioning of 

the individual dormitories will be left to 

the discretion of the Dormitory Administration 

and the Dormitory Executive Board. 


A social and activity fee of $2.50 per semester 
is collected by the University Cashier in con- 
Junction with dormitory room rent. 


Miscellaneous 


Photographers may not take pictures in resi- 
dences without the specific permission of the 
Hostess or Housemother. This ruling does not 
apply to pictures taken by a student for her 
private record. 

Solicitations that are in conjunction with 
campus activities are allowed only with ap- 
proval. 

There shall be no talking out of dormitory 
Windows. A violation of this is a call-down. 
Opening of a closed door, before residence 
closing hours, that has a designated closing 
hour is a House Council Offense toward Women's 
Council and a one night's campusment. After 
closing hours it is a Women's Council Offense.

V. CLASSIFICATION OF WOMEN RESIDENCE COUNCIL RULE VIOLA- 


TIONS. 


Violations of Women Residence Council rules are con- 
sidered Campus Code violations, not because they 
necessarily involve unlady like conduct but because 
they fall under the broad scope of social conduct 
offenses. 


VI. DISMISSAL FROM THE UNIVERSITY 


After a student has been dismissed from the Univer- 
sity or if she has dropped out of classes with the 
expectation of severing her connections with the 
University, she is expected to leave her residence 
and Chapel Hill within 48 hours. Exceptions to this 
rule can be made by the Dean of Women. 


SPECIAL RULES FOR FRESHMEN 


(Freshmen are expected to abide by all other 
rules in this booklet in addition to those 
below. ) 


I. SOCIAL RULES 


A. Signing In and Out 

1. The Permission Form, signed by the girl's 
parents, must have been received by the 
Hostess before any permission to leave town 
can be granted. This form is kept on file in 
the dormitory. Only such permissions as ap- 
pear on this form will be granted. 

2. Students must sign out for an evening engage- 
ment which terminates after 8 P. M. 

3. Students must have sign-out slips approved 
by the Residence Administration for: 

a. Overnights 
b. Day or evening engagements which involve 
leaving the Chapel Hill vicinity. 

4. Students need not have sign-out slips approved 
for any place in the Chapel Hill vicinity* 

5. Failure to sign out or in is a House Council 
Offense. Three of these offenses will consti- 
tute one House Council offense toward Women's 
Council. 


B. Closing Hours 
| 1. Freshman must be in the dormitory 


Monday through Thursday --- ll P. M. 
Saturday ------------------ aes... 
Friday and Sunday---------- 12 Midnight . 


C. Freshmen may have 3 Friday night late permissions 
(until 1A. M.) per semester, to be used at their 
own discretion. They must sign out with the 
Residence Administration before leaving.

D. Freshmen may visit in men's apartments or trailers 
only if 2 couples are present. 


BE. Men's Visiting Agreement 
Freshmen with parental permission may visit in 
men's dormitory social rooms and in fraternity 
houses in accordance with the MRC and IFC Visit- 
ing Agreements, freshmen closed study hours, and 
freshmen closing hours. 


IT. FALL SEMESTER 


A. Closed Study 


1. 


Freshmen must observe closed study Monday 

through Thursday from 8 P. M. until 10:30 

Pee Mi: 

a. Students may not leave the dormitory nor 
receive guests after 8 P. M. 

b. Closed study does not apply to those stu- 
dents having had one full academic year 
of study. This does not include summer 
sessions. : 

Freshmen must be in their place of study 

from 8 P. M. until 10:30 P.M.” During this 

period they are to remain in their rooms or 

certain designated places of study. 

No talking on the telephone is permitted 

(except in the case of long distance calls). 

Telephone calls may be received between 

10:30 and 11 P. M.; however, visitors may 

not be received. 

Violations of the above rules will constitute 

@ House Council offense, but will not count 

toward Women's Council. For girls committing 

offenses during the week, campuses will be 
observed on Friday, Saturday, and Sunday 
nights as necessary. 

A student may be excused from closed study 

only 1 night a week to attend a campus acti- 

vity lasting after 8 P. M. She may remain 
out until closing hours. 

Freshmen coeds who want to be excused from

closed study must get permission from the 
Freshman Graduate Counselor prior to the time 
they are excused. 

{. Freshmen are excused from closed study the 
night before official University vacations 
begin and during examination periods. 

8. Details concerning the conduct of closed study 
will be explained at the beginning of each 
academic year. 


Weekend Absences 

1. Freshmen students may have 8 overnight permis- 
Sions during the fall semester in addition to 
University holidays and between semesters. 

2. staying at a UNC sorority house or dormitory 
does not count as an overnight.

Article VII. Vice-Presidents' Co-ordinating Board 


The Co-ordinating Board of Women's Residence Council 
is composed of the Vice-Presidents of the dormitories 
and the House Managers of the sororities. An elected 
member of Women's Honor Council serves as the Chairman. 
This board is a connective link between the three 
branches of women's council. (WRC, WHC, and House 
Councils). It has the function of discussing policy 
changes concerning women's residence rules upon the 
approval of the Women's Residence Council and to the 
approval of Student Legislature. 


Article VIII. Rights of the Accused 


An accused student shall be granted all the rights as 
stated in the Student Constitution and the Judicial 
Procedures of the Women's House Councils. Those 
directly connected with the House Councils as such are: 
1. The presumption of innocence until guilt is proven. 
cee ay leew: majority of the House Council Members is 
required to convict a person or impose a penalty 
3. The right to disqualify any member from the case 
should he possess any prior information which 
would prejudice his judgment.

The right to be presented with copies of the 
Judicial Procedures of the Women's Honor Council 
and to be presented with copies of the Judicial 
Procedures {fe hours prior to her trial. 


Article IX. Procedure 
The Vice-President or House Manager shall gather 
preliminary information concerning the case and notify 
the defendant 72 hours prior to the trial. And the 
Vice-President or House Manager shall: 
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Present preliminary information concerning the 
case. 

Request the President, (who acts as an ex-officio 
member of the House Council), to bring in the 
defendant. 

Introduce the defendant to the members of the 
House Council and state the charge, presenting 
circumstances and date of violation. 

Request defendant to present details concerning 
her case. | 

Ask for any questions which members of House 
Council might have. 

Ask defendant to leave room. 

Call for discussion of case. 

Act as moderator in discussion of case, at no time 
allowing her personal feelings or opinions to 
enter into the discussion in any way. (May sti- 
mulate thought by objective suggestions, consi- 
derations, and review of policies. ) 

Call for final vote. 2/3. 

Vote in case of tie. 

Request President to bring defendant again before 
the Council for the decision. 

Give decision of the House Council and, if appli- 
cable, the penalty and date of campus. 


13. Record on reverse side of House Offense Report and 
excuse for the infraction and the penalty admin- 
istered. 

14. If the defendant has no excuse, acknowledging it 
to the Vice-President, there is no need for a 
discussion of the case, and the appropriate pen- 
alty is applied. 


Article X. Procedures for appeal 
Any women student may appeal her case to Women's Honor 
Council for any reason. She should contact the 
Attorney General within /2 hours after the trial. 


Article XI. Amendment process 
These procedures may be amended with the approval of 
the Women's Residence Council. However, no change in 
the procedures of these courts shall become effective 
without the approval of Student Legislature. 
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
